From 
the Bibliographical Society of Chicago there comes 
a handsome reprint of the paper by Augustus de 
Morgan, * On the Difficulty of Corredl Description 
of Books/ originally printed in the ‘ Companion to 
the Almanac’ for 1853. Readers of the new 
volumes of the ( Encyclopedia Britannica ’ will 
find interesting articles on Bookbinding by Mr. 
Cyril Davenport, and on Bookprinting by Mr. 
Ricketts. Otherwise bookish literature just now 
seems non-existent.
